sification, hut at the times those votes

There is no justice in such a rule 
and it cannot be enforced by any law 
An act of legislation which for its 
enforcement requires the affirmative

believe that it works an injustice to 
II them. 
If it confiscates their property 
or destroys their income, it cannot be 
enforced. 
That is the reason why so 
many hundreds of millions of wealth 
of intangible property does not con­ 
tribute its share of taxation.
